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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-5, 15, 17,18 and 29-39 are pending in the response to the 
Election/Restriction Requirement filed 8/21/06. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement filed 7/28/04 fails to comply with the 
provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97, 1 .98 and MPEP § 609 because it does not list the names of 
the inventors and the date of publication of US patents, and the date of disclosure of the 
NPL article. It has been placed in the application file, but the information referred to 
therein has not been considered as to the merits. Applicant is advised that the date of 
any re-submission of any item of information contained in this information disclosure 
statement or the submission of any missing element(s) will be the date of submission for 
purposes of determining compliance with the requirements based on the time of filing 
the statement, including all certification requirements for statements under 37 CFR 
1 .97(e). See MPEP § 609.05(a). 

Applicant also has not submitted copies of the Foreign Patents listed in the IDS 
submitted on 10/7/04. Therefore, DE 4015187 and GB 1480406 are not considered and 
crossed out from this IDS.

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
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obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 
F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir.

Claims 1,4,5, 15,17,18, 29-32, and 34-39 are provisionally rejected on the ground 
of nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 
10, 11, 15 and 16 of copending Application No. 10/922,763. Although the conflicting 
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claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because the 
limitations claimed in the 763 application is the same as that in the instant claims. 
Additional limitations claimed, such as variable or constant cross-sections, etc. are not 
patentable limitations. In Gardner v. TEC Systems, Inc., 725 F.2d 1338, 220 USPQ 777 
(Fed. Cir. 1984), cert, denied, 469 U.S. 830, 225 USPQ 232 (1984), the Federal Circuit 
held that, where the only difference between the prior art and the claims was a recitation 
of relative dimensions of the claimed device and a device having the claimed relative 
dimensions would not perform differently than the prior art device, the claimed device 
was not patentably distinct from the prior art device. In re Dailey, 357 F.2d 669, 149 
USPQ 47 (CCPA 1966) (The court held that the configuration of the claimed disposable 
plastic nursing container was a matter of choice which a person of ordinary skill in the 
art would have found obvious absent persuasive evidence that the particular 
configuration of the claimed container was significant.). 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 

Claims 2, 3, 33, are provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 1 1 of copending 
Application No. 10/922,763 in view of Ameer et al (US 6,099,730). Claims 2 and 3 differ 
from the claim 1 1 of 763 in reciting the magnetic drive, which is common in appliances 
as claimed. Example, see Ameer. Ameer also teaches a second concentric membrane 
as in claim 33, which would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, because one 
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would provide the second membrane for additional capacity within the same equipment 
volume. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure are listed in the accompanying PTO-892 form. These prior arts 
teach rotating cylindrical membranes within a housing with inlets and outlets, membrane 
on adjacent cylindrical walls, Taylor vortices, constant and variable cross-sectional 
gaps, dialysis and magnetic drives, individually or in combination. However none of the 
prior art references teach the claimed first and second rotational drives driving outer and 
inner rotors.
